The local concession owners at the 
Rush county fair this year, as well 
as the foreign concessionaries, will 
be compelled to obey the orders of 
the state food and drug commis­ 
sioner, Harry E. Barnard, according 
to a circular letter, sent to all county 
fair secretaries in Indiana, and re­ 
ceived by J. Q. Thomas. 
Mr. Barnard sent out letters a few 
days ago calling attention to condi­ 
tions that have existed in previous 
years and asking that applicants for 
concessions at the various fairs be 
compelled to comply with the state 
laws. 
The letters stated that the 
state board of health w’ill expect the 
various fair associations to provide 
pure drinking wrater through sanitary 
fountains, abolish the common drink­ 
ing cup, keep garbage cans covered 
and comply with other requirements 
of the state law’s. 
Not only have secretaries of the 
fair associations been promising co­ 
operation, but concessionares have 
written saying they favor stringent 
sanitary measures. 
The greatest 
number of violations, 
according to 
Mr. Barnard, are traceable to local 
concession owners. The persons who 
regularly follow fairs complain that 
the local concessionaires, w’ho fre­ 
quently are able to do business with­ 
out observing closely the sanitary 
rules, offer competition that is un­ 
fair to the stand owner 
who does 
make a conscientious effort. 


The stand at the church fair, Mr. 
Barnard assorts, must be just as san­ 
itary as the restaurant that is open 
every day of the year. 
The letter in part follow’«: 
“Beverages other than hot drinks 
shall not be sold or dispensed except 
in paper cups which are used once 
and then destroyed 
“All food stuffs must be thorough­ 
ly protected from dust and flies all 
the time. 
“Candles, crackerjack, etc., must 
not be made on the grounds, except 
inside of buildings and then only in 
rooms set apart for that purpose. 
“Griddles for frying sausage, ham- 
berger, etc., must be covered. Meats 
must be kept in good condition by 
the use of ice. 
The sale of tainted 
meats or other unsound food means 
arrest and cancels all contracts. 
“All dishes in dining halls 
and 
tents must be thoroughly washed in 
boiling water and cheap, ignorant, 
diseased or careless help shall not be 
employed. 
“Ice cream 
cone and 
lemonade 
carriers must be covered. 
“Food handlers must have certi­ 
ficates of good health. 
“We expect of the Fair Associa­ 
tion, 
an adequate supply of pure 
drinking water served through sani­ 
tary fountains. The lise of the com 
mon drinking cup is in violation o 
law.”

Few Cases 
of 
Infantile

London, July 15.—The Germans at 
one point have been forced back to 
the third line of their defense under

;heir original front, General Haig re­ 
ported to the war -office this after­ 
noon.

days ago. 
Samuel Sharp, 
county 
school superintendent, and W. 
G. 
Kitchen, head of the agricultural de­ 
partment in Columbus high school, 
attended the various sessions. 
“The idea of a ham sandwich and 
a piece of chocolate cake being a 
balanced ration surprised me,” said 
Mr. Sharp, “but Miss Conley insists 
she has made investigations and is 
right about her contentions. 
She 
said she was just as much surprised 
as anybody when she discovered how 
much nutrition there is in a ham 
sandwich.” 
Miss Conley told those at the con­ 
ference of several menus 
she 
had 
prepared which, to her notion, are 
ideally balanced meals for children 
under the age of sixteen years. 
Superintendent Sharp copied nine 
of these balanced meal menus and 
they are given as follows: 
1.—I cup of milk, 2 ounces bread, 
1 banana, 4 ounces; I piece sponge 
cake. 
2.—6 ounces potato soup, 1 apple 
2 ounces bread. 
3.—1 cup pea soup, 1 ounce crack­ 
ers, 1 piece raisin cake, 1 orange. 
4.—1 ham sandwich, 1 piece cho­ 
colate cake. 
5.—3 
ounces baked beans, 
2 
ounces butter and bread, 
1 ounce 
ginger bread, 1 cup cocoa. 
6.—1 dish oat melaand 
6.—1 dish oatmeal and sugar, 1 
cup milk, 2 ounces bread and a half 
ounce butter. 
7.—1 cup lentil soup, 
1 
ounce 
crackers, 1 doughnut, 1 apple. 
8.—4 ounces macaroni and cheese 
1 ounce bread, 
one-fourth 
ounce 
butter, 4 ounces grapes. 
9.—1 cup tomato soup, 1 ounce 
crackers, 1 piece of apple or pump­ 
kin pie.
